CO-OPERATION OF THE ASSEMBLIES. 
on reassembling, the clerk read the re- 
portof the committee on the conference of 
northern and southern general assemblies and 
co~peration in church work. 

The committee of thirteen, of which M. D. 
Hovue, LD. D., was the chairman, was appount- 
ed by the southern assembly, the committee of 
the northern church in conference in New 
York December 16th last, and again in Atlan- 
ta, April lz. They formulated an extended 
report, showing the hesitation of the two 
churches and their co-operation im mission 
work and evangelization. 

fter referring to the causes which led to 
the rupture of the two organizations, the joint 
committee agreed to submit to the assemblies 
the following recommendation as part of a 
basis for the union of the two bodies. This 
jyomt committee, Waiving consideration of 
their differences heretofore stated, agreed to 
recommend to the twoassemblies: First, that 
the relations of the colored people in the two 
churches be allowed to reinain in stata quo, 
the work among them to proceed on the same 
lines as heretofore; and second, that all proper 
aid, comfort and encouragement, inspired of 
kindiy Christian brotherhood and confidence, 
shall be extended by each church to educa- 
tional and evangelizing efforts of other for 
the colored race with the view to 
the encouragement of every laudable 
effort to this end on both sides. 
Third, schools and churches under care of the 
board of missions for freedmen and correspond- 
ing work undertaken by the southern assem- 
bly, especially its Tuscaloosa institute for the 
education of colored ministers, shall be 
heartily recommended to the givers of our 
respective churches for practical aid as mutual- 
ly. concerned in the same great missionary work 
for the glory of God and the blessing of our 
common country. 

Fourth. As to co-operation in matters of pub- 
lication, the committees report that such co- 
operation is already secured between the 
business departments of the committee of pub- 
lication at Richmond and the board of publica- 
tion at Philadelphia. It would seem that we 
haye reached the iimits of co-operation 
so far as publication is concerned, 
We  makeno report with regard to co-operation 
in educational institutions, as that question is 
comprehended in the larger one of the evange- 

ization of the colored people and will, no 
doubt, be controlled by the decisions of our 
general assemblies in relation to that great in- 
terest. It only remains to add that discussions 
which preceded the adoption of the foregoing 
report, both in the city of New York and in 
Atlanta, were characterized by freedom, frank- 
ness and entire courtesy, An Independent ex- 
Pression of conscientious convictions of points 
where differences of opinion prevailed. There 
was not a word uttered which was inconsistent 
with Christian concord. With the single de- 
sire to ascertain what ‘was true in order to do 
what was right, the brethren comprising the 
committees of the two assemblies held their 
protracted conferences in the humble depend- 
dence of wisdom, which comes from above and 
which is profitable to direct, by a vote of 74 to

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The assembly concluded to print and hold 
over the report for further discussion, and after 
an extended and animated discussion, five 
mninutes time was grated. 

Dr. W. A. Markland, of Baltimore, presi- 
dent of the executive committee of 
foreign missions to make an explanation in re- 
gard to the changes made by Drs. Honston 
and Bankin produced a letter from 
members of the executive committee request 
ing him to attend the assembly. He said he 
Was astonished whem he learned that Messrs, 
Houston and Rankin had gone around and 
gotten up a paper and presented it to the assem- 

ly. He said the difficulty between Houston 
and himself arose, to a great extent, over the 
question of New Testament should control in 
mission workjin St. Louis and Baitimore. The 
assembles had heard the matter and decided in 
his favor. Ifit had to come up again he 
wanted the whole affair investigated. 

A resolution providing for such an investi- 
gation was tabled. A telegram of: salutation 
was received from the northern Presbyterian 
assembly in session at New York. 

A motion to appoint a committee to adjust 
the differences between the North Carolina 
Senod and Mecklenberg presbytery was 
adopted. 

An address was heard from the colored min- 
isters of Chattanooga. Dr. J. N. Craig sub- 
mitted the report of the committee on home 
missions for the year ending March 31, show- 
ing collections to have been $58,334, which is 
$6,780 less than the preceding year. After 
adjournment several committees. held meet- 
ings. The night session consisted of devotion- 
al exercises. A fine sermon was preached by 
Dr. W. U. Markland, of Baltimore upon a 
text in Esther 4, 14.

CINCINNATI STRICKEN FROM THE REPORT. 

Colonel Shepard said he was unaware of 
that, and he agreed tostrike the reference to 
Sabbath observancein Cincinunaii out of his 
report. The report of the special committe on 
the board of foreign missions, submitted by 
Dr. Charles A. Dickey, of Philadelphia, re- 
commended the board of missions for freedmen, 
as now constituted and located, be continued. 
That it should have control of the entire work 
among the freedmen and not depend upon the 
constitution of the church to other boards, but 
that if assistance be needed appeals should be 
approved. 

The board of home missions and board of 
missions for freedmen were recommended to 
coufer at least once a year on questions of in- 
terest. Ther port was approved, 

EVANGELIZING TIIE COLORED PEOPLE. 

Rev. Joseph B. Smith, of Baltimore, began 
a report on co-operation in missionary work— 
home and foreign; publications and education 
of the freedmen with the southern church. 
Hie continued his reading at the afternoon 
He prefaced his remark by pointing 
out the necessity for evangelizing the colored 
portion of the population and said that the 
southern church recognized that the status of 
the colored people was the same as that of the 
white people. Negroes, Mr. Smith said, look 
forward toa separate African church! ‘That 
nay come about,’’ gaid the speaker; ‘but in 
the meantime we will do all we can to hold 
their representation in the general assembly.”’ 
Co-operation in publications was proceeding 
amicably. ‘*This report,’’ said Mr. Sinith, ‘is 
not very exhaustive. We have ‘little of a 
specific nature to report, and while the ques- 
tion of organic union between the church in 
the north and in the south, lies in abeyance, 
we must content ourselves with uniting on 
less important questions. 

Judge Samuel M. Breckinridge, of St. Louis, 
presented a minority report stating that noth- 
ing less than organic union between both 
churches would prove satisfactory. 

On motion of Dr. Crosby, both reports were 
ordered to be printed and laid before the gen- 
eral assembly.

THE CUMBERLAND PRESBYTERIANS. 
The Generai Assemb!y in Cocvention at Kan 
Sas City, 

Kansas Crry, Mo., May 17.—In the Cum- 
berland Presbyterians general assembly this 
morning the board of education made its an- 
nual report. Receipisfor the year are much 
larger than any previous year. Dering the 
vear forty-eight young ministers in church 
schools have been assessed through 
this board. In the afternoon the committee 
on the hymn and tune book recommended the 
adoption of Dr. Robinson’s Spiritual Songs, 
with the Cumberland Presbyterian appendix, 
asa denominational hymn book. The report 
on Sabbath obseryance was presented. ‘The 
board of missions made its annual report, 
showing a prosperous year. Besides the mis- 
sions in Japan, Mexico and among the Indians, 
it has under its charge twenty-seven city mis- 
sions. 

At night}the annual missionary sermon was 
preached by Dr. M. B. DeWitt, of Nashville. 


After a Separation of Fifty-Six Years—Want 
to Vote on Prohibitton. 

PirTspurRG, May 17.— There is a strong prob- 
ability that the two factions of the Reformed 
Presbyterian church, Known as the ‘‘synod”’ 
and ‘‘general synod,’’ will be reunited after a 
separation of fifty-six years. A committee of 
three members of each synod has had several 
conferences. A number of schemes have been 
suggested to bury the hatchet and restore peace 
and harmony within the fold. There isa 
strong undercurrent of sentiment developing 
among the younger members of the general 
synod or “Old Covenanters,” as they 
are sometimes called In 1833 the Re- 
formed Presbyterian church split at a 
meeting held in Philadelphia. The seceders, 
or covenanters, would not allow their men to 
vote upon any question relating to the state 
and national government. The general synod 
took an oppeosite view and said it was a duty 
they owed to their state and church to take 
part in all elections. Some of the covenanters 
now want to vote upon the prohibitory amend- 
nent, claiming thatit is a righteous cause. 
For this reason, some of them would like to 
come back to the fold again. Their reason 
for not voting is that Ged is not recognized in 
the constitution of the United States.

was a native of Washington. 
Allen came from Cigariottesville, Va. He had 
no trade or regular business. His wife mar- 
ried him against everybody’s advice and has 
led an unhappy life from the beginning of her 
marriage, Ailen’s conduct has caused public 
scandal many times, but his wife’s personal 
worth and value as a teacher has kept her in 
the employ of the school department, notwith- 
standing, 

Allen nearly lost his life in a workhouse 
recently. It is customary there to apply coal 
oil to vermin-infested vagrants when they 
arrive, and Allen was subjected to this pro- 
cess and a practical joker among his compan- 
ions touchecLa lighted match to his flesh be- 
fore the oil had evaporated, and he was seri- 
ously scorched before the flames were ex- 
tinguished. 

A PANIC IN THE SCHOOL ROOMS.

SIIOT HIS COMPANIONS 
Just to Practice With His Rifle—A Chicago 
Youth’s Deed. 

Cutcaco, May 17.—Frank Josinski, aged 
sixteen, stepped outin front of his father’s 
saloon last night with a rifle in his grasp. 
Glancing down the street he saw Frank Kiow- 
ski, a lad of his own age and an acquaintance, 
standing in the front door of his home. 
Jusinski raised his rifle, took deliberate aim 
and fired, MKiowski fell, the ball having pas- 
sed thorough his body two inches above the 
heart. Josinski then cooly took aim and fired 
at another acquaintance—Mike Meka— who 
stood at the front door of his home, 100 feet 
away, and Meka fell to the ground, the ball 
having entered six inches below the left 
shoulder biade. Josinskiescaped. Kiowski’s 
vound is fatal, but Meka’s injury is not con- 
sidered serious. Josinski belongs tothe same 
gang with young Kuberowski, who, without 
provocation, shot a lad named Trinor, last 
Sunday night. Josinski, had gathered in his 
room a *‘Wild West’’ outfit, including knives 
and revolvers as well as a lot of flash literature. 
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SUING THE TREASURER. 


Treasurer Thomas, of Tennessee, Brought 
into Court. 

NASHVILLR, Tenn., May 17.—{Special.]— 
Three suits, in the name of the state, were 
filed in the chancery court this morning 
against Atha Thomas, as state treasurer, and 
against his bondsmen, aggregating $11,253.80, 
These suits are based upon the fact that 
the defendant Thomas, as state treasurer, was 
ex-ofiicio commissioner of the insurance de- 
partment of the state, and part of his duty 
was to thoroughly examine into the standing 
of insurance companies before giving them 
license to issue policies and assume 
yisks. Further, that in 1887, he issued 
a license to the Northwestern Mutual 
Insurance company of Washington, Dakota, 
to take policies against losses from fire, hail 
and the like. This company was without sub- 
stantial backing, and was what is termed a 
wildcat company. This license, it is claimed, 
was granted by the state’s treasurer without 
that investigation which the law required of 
him, and under the impression that the com- 
pany’s standing had been scrutinized plaintiffs 
took out policies to the amomt stated with 
this company. After plaintiffs had sustained 
losses they presented their policies, and found 
the company was irresponsible. Judgments 
were obtained in the courts and executious 
were returned by officers indorsed nulla bona. 
Plaintiffs, therefore, sue the treasurer and his 
bondsmen for losses alleged,to have been sus- 
tained through defendant’s negligence. 
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RUN INTO A SAND DRIFT. 


An Accident In Which Several Persons 
Were Injured, 


CuicaGco, May 17.—A dispatch from Albu- 
querque, N.gM., says: Yesterday a freight 
train west encountered a tremendous sand 
driftin a small canyon near Houks Tank, 
and the engine and ten cars were ditched. 
Head brakeman W. Dixson was thrown from 
the car and instantly killed. Engineer Taylor 
and Fireman Walters were pinned under the 
engine. On being released, the latter was 
found with both hands mangled. Taylor, 
however, received only slight bruises. Two 
cattlemen named Joe Crossan and 58. J. 
Crossan, from Minneapolis, were frightfuily 
injured and will die. A relief train was sent 
out from Gallup aud the dead and wounded 
taken there.

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AN ECONOMICAL ORDER. 
Sceeretary Tracy Wishes to Keep Supplies 
From Accumulating. 

W AsHineton, May 17,—Secretary Tracy has 
turned his attention to the matter of purchas- 
ing supplies for the navy, and has already 
made an order inaugurating considerable 
economic reform. It appears that the practice 
of the department has been to purchase sup- 
plies fer the navy by advertisement at the be- 
giumning of each fiscal year, making the list of 
purchases extensive enough to cover the prob- 
able needs of the different bureaus during the 
entire year. Upon inquiry, the secretary 
learned that in making these purchases regard 
was not. had for the amount of stores on hand. 
This ted to the accumulation of stores, which, 


In many cases, rapidly deteriorated, and caused ° 


loss to the government. To satisfy himself 
upon this point, Secretary Tracy has just pro- 
cure. a statemeat of the amount of stores now 
on Land, as advertisements for supplies for the 
next fiscal year will soon be issued. ‘This state- 
ment shows that there are now on hand 
stores valued at $2,600,508, and the secretary 
intends that they shall be deducted from the 
value of the stock to be purchased next 
month. Therefore he has issued the following 
circaiar: 
NAVY DEPARTMENT, WASHINGTON, D. C., May 16, 
8).-—-The appended table gives the total valuation 
of stores on hand at shore stations at the beginning 
of the fiscal vear for the respective classes compri:- 
ing the supplies of ordinary commercial nature, as 
reported to the paymaster-general by the general 
storexeepers with gross amounts of purchases and 
es for use under the same ciasses dumng the 
first quarter. In view of the large accumulation 
hown,and to prevent the unnecessary expendi- 
ture Of money, itis bereby ordered that no pur- 
nases be made of supplies pertaining to those 
inseesdf the stores required can be ovotained by 
aster from other bureaus at the station where 
y are needed, or by shipment irom other stations. 
To this end all requisitions for such. supplies shail 
be examined in the light of returns to the paymas- 
yer goneral, by whom they shall not be approved 
lor purchase, tf the public interests will be subserved 
vy the transfer or shipment, In cases where stores 
arc accumulated in undue quantities at ceriain 
point* and cuerent wants may be met by redistribu- 
tion thereof, itis ordered that such shipments be 
made to the other stations as the needs of the ser- 
vice may suggest,and the paymasier general is 
charged with the execution of this duty, after cone 
sultation with the chieés of bureaus concerned. 
Wherever it shall be possible to utilize supplies 
differing in unimportant respects from those calicd 
tor, Suc. substitutes shall be made. 
it is further ordered that supplies required under 
classes other than those given in the appended 
tabie, shall, if practicable, be obtained in like man- 
ner by trausfer or shipment.

A Batch of United States Attorneys and

Severe Storms in the West—Damage to Kail- 

roads. 

KANSAS City. Mo., May 17.—Tonight’s re- 
ports regarding today’s storm, indicate that it 
was very serious. The railroads are the chief 
sufferers. Two spans of Russ creek bridge, on 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul road, 
near Liberty, Missouri; were washed away, 
and trains between Kansas City and Chilli- 
cotho have been abandoned. The Kansas City, 
St. Joe and Council Bluffs tracks are sub- 
merge6d twelve inches for a long distance near 
Parkyille. The Hannibal’s tracks are 
also under water near Liberty, and 
& passenger train was delayed an hour 
there today. All east bound Rock Island 
trains go from Kansas City via St. Joseph to 
Cameron. The Union Pacific is badly dam- 
aged near Manhattan, Kansas, where Kaw 
river is thirteen feet above the low water 
mark. The Missouri Pacific is badly demorai- 
ized in all directions, and its trains are from 
two to four hours late. Several bad washouts 
are reported between here and Little Blue. 
In this city the Kighteenth street cable line was 
stopped six hours on account of the flood and 
the power house of Tenth street was so badly 
flooded that the water had to be pumped out 
of the boiler room for several hours to keep 
the machinery in operation. 

The Twelfth street line stopped for over an 
hour on account of the water flooding the 
conduits in loop at eastern city limits. Be- 
tween Fifteenth and Sixteenth streets, for the 
distance of two blocks in the eastern part of 
the city, the entire surface is under water. 
Nearly ail the dwellings in that territory are 
submerged, causing great inconvenience.

THE MURDER UF DR. WEBR, 
HARTWELL, BY YANKEES, 


OF 


A Confederate Soldier Who Helped to Res- 
cue the Town—How the Escape of a Gal- 
lant Band Was Made. 

From the Elberton, Ga., Star. 

Mr.J.R. Hunt, of Cedartown, Ga., was 
born in this county, but moved away when a 
child four years old. His grandfather moved 
to Elbert directly after the revolutionary war, 
and is buried on our soil. Mr. Hunt served 
through the late war, and after the surrender, 
together with a party of fifteen soldiers, in- 
cluding Colonel Hurst, father of the famous 
Lula Hurst, passed through Hartwell, and it 
was his squad who drove tha yankees out of 
that town, after they had brutally murdered 
Dr. Webb and shot a lady in the shoulder.

Mr. Hunt says that Colonel Hurst is one of 
the bravest men he ever saw, and knows no 
such word as fear. ‘They served through the 
entire war together, and have lived neighbors 
all their lives.

Mr. Baldwin 
has a letter from the operators at the farm, 
stating that fourteen barrels of what seemed 
to be colored turpentine had been drawn from 
a well sixty feet deep. The well is one thas 
has been used two seasons to furnish water for 
the still. t has long been noticed that ® 
peculiar gas ‘escaped from the deep hole. A 
few days ago a bucket of turpentine was 
hauled up. The still hands were set to work 
drawing the spirits off, and they got fourteen 
barrels.

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An Industrial School for Girls, 

The letter of Hon. W. Y. Atkinson, of 
Coweta county, read at the Jast meeting of 
the State Teachers’ association in Athens, 
ir. which he announced his purpose to intro- 
duce at the summer session of the legisla- 
ture a bill for the establishment of an indus- 
trial school for girls, has brought forth con- 
siderable comment from the press of the 
state. As a general thing the proposition 
meets with favor,—indeed, it is not often 
that a proposed measure Is received with 
euch decided approval as has been given 
ihatof Mr, Atkineon, 

And why not? It strikes us that such an 
institution would fill a long-felt want, and 
t is particularly appropriate that Georgia, 
the most progressive of all the southern 
states, should lead in a movement inaugu- 
rating such practical benefit for those of our 
girls who would be glad to take advantage 
of such an opportunity. Mississippi has- 
already taken a step in this direction in pro- 
viding for the practical education of females 
in the agricultural college of the state. The 
experiment has proven a success and that 
state is now considering a proposition 
to fnerease the facilities for female educa- 
tion to such an extent as to give its women 
the full advantages of industrial as well as 
literary education. 

Mr. Atkinson has devoted much study to 
the question and will bring it before the leg 
islature in such a manner as will clearly 
demonstrate the advantages to be gained by 
the establishment of such a school. In 
these practical days many of our women 
are forced to take their chances with the 
men, in the general run of business, for the 
support not only of themselves but of those 
dependent on them. This being 60 it is the 
duty of the state to see that they are pro- 
vided with the same facilities that are ex- 
tended the other sex. 

Mr. Atkinson’s bill Is a most important 
one and the members of the legislature 
would do well to think it over between now 
and the time they will be called upon to 
pass upon it. 


“The Republi an Restoration,” 

This was the subject of a recent address 
of Editor Charles Emory Smith, of the 
Philadelphia Press, before the Young Men’s 
Kepublican club of Providence, Rhode Is- 
land.

In 
no department of the government bas there 
ever been such rottenness, corruption, mis- 
management, and fraud as 
characterized the republican control of the 
navy department.

When. man is regenerated—we do not 
mean the editor, for the editor is samewhat 
ahead of the most esteemed of his contem- 
poraries—then everything will be equally 
regenerated. The small boy will no longer 
smoke a cigarette. and the respected citizen 
will not complain because his name is men- 
tioned in connection with a case before the 
recorder. 

Let us all, then, as one man, and-also as 
one woman if necessary, goto work to re- 
generate man, and thus reform journalism. 
Our opinion is that man needs regenerating 
much more than journalism needs reform-

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THE WATER SUPPLY. 
A TALK WITH DR. BAIRD AS TO THE 
SANITARY OUTLOOR. 


No Special Danger Menacing the Public Welfare, 
and a Favorable Outlook for the Summer— 
Ex-Mayor Cooper Recites Some Interesting 
Facts in Regard to the Question. 


“Do you apprehend any detriment to the 
health of the city from insufficiency of the 
water supply ?’’ was the question asked Dr, 
Baird, president of the board of health, yester- 
day. 

“So far as my information goes, there is not 
likely to be such a deficiency as will endanger 
the health of the city. True, if the lack of an 
adequate supply for drinking and domestic 
purposes, as well as for flushing the sewers, 
prove a reality, the  sani- 
tary condition of the city would 
necessarily suffer. But I do not think that 
such a thing is imminent.” 

‘You think that the needs of the city are 
not so prefsing as are feared ?”’ 

“T am in favor of preparing against any 
future contingencies by going to work now to 
secure an ample supply of water. I think it is a 
wise thing to do this as early as possible, so as 
to avert the laying of any heavy burden on 
the people in the way of taxation. But lI 
believe that the present supply, with that 
which can be utilized in case of any emergency, 
will avert any immediate necessity for alarm 
on the score of the public health and welfare.” 

TODD BRANCH. 

“To what do you refer as a source that can 
be utilized?” 

“The little stream known as Todd branch, 
that flows through that thickly settled com- 
munity near the East Tennessee shops. You 
see, it has been diverted by the construction of 
a storm dam which cuts it off from the sys- 
tem.”’ 

“Do you think that it can be utilized with 
safety?” 

“Most certainly Ido. We had an analysis 
made of the water year before last, and it 
proved equal to that of the _ other 
streams. Since then the conditions 
have not materially changed, and 
excopt in cases of floods and freshets, I believe 
the water, with the present system of filters, 
is just as good as the other streams.”’ 

‘Why was it cut off ?’’ 

“The board of health insisted on the build- 
ing of the storm dam for two reasons. In the 
first place we considered that in case any in- 
fectious disease were to break out in the 
thickly sett! ;d section on the water shed, the 
city would be helpless with that stream flow- 
ing into the water system. Again, a sweeping 
flood washes everything right down into the 
reservoir, and for that reason we urged the 
construction of the dam.” 

‘But you think that ordinarily Todd branch 
is not dangerous ?”’ 

“No; I mean that the natural flow of the 
stream, with no unusual ficod, is safe and 
harmless aud can be used without the least 
fear of danger to the health of the city. You 
see we have that water shed constantly pa- 
trolled by our own mounted inspector, aside 
from the regular watchman, who is always on 
duty. We have two wagons to remove the 
garbage and the night soil from all water 
closets, and the entire water shed is kept clean 
and clear of all impure things that would tend 
to vitiate the water supply. After all comes 
the filter system, Which is as fine and as per- 
fect as could be devised.”’ 

THE SAVING IN WATER. 

‘Another thing,’’ continued Dr. Baird, “I 
believe thatif you will investigate the matter 
you will find that the saving in the water sup- 
ply by the introduction of meters will make 
up for any shortage in the present supply.” 

‘Tlow is the health of the city now ?”’ 

“Unusually good. There is no malignant 
disease present, and although bowel affections 
generally come in with the warm days, there 
are fewer cases reporied than is usually the 
case at this season.”’ 

‘*‘What do yon think of the prospects for the 
summer ?’’ 

‘Very promising, indeed. I believe the out- 
look for a healthy summer was never fairer 
for Atlanta, which already bears an enviable 
reputation in that respect.” 

SOME FACTS AND FIGURES. 

“Reference tothe books at the waterworks 
office shows the following facts in regard to the 
water consumption: 

AVERAGE DAILY NUMBER 

OF TAPS, 
--»e- 1. 666 
1,884 
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‘During 1855 the first meters were introduced 
and therw*vas a marked decrease in the daily 
consumption. The wastage had been enormons, 
and there was no way to prevent it. Froma 
daily pumpage of 2,400,154 gallons, in 1885, it 
was reduced to 1,575,416, in 1886, although the 
increase in the number of taps had been from 
1,973, in 18385, to 2,077 in 1886, 

“Even up to April of the present year the 
average daily pumpage only amounts to 1,961,- 
716 gallons, nearly 500,000 gallons less than in 
1885, but the number of taps has increased 
very rapidly. There are now 2,504, with a fair 
prospect of a still larger increase during the 


year. 

‘*This is likely to deplete the reservoir during 
the summer months, and Todd branch being 
diverted has lessened the supply considerably. 
The water from this stream will have to be 
used, although the most people who are con- 
versant with the facts, would dislike very 
much to have it turned in at all.” 

Kx-Mayor Cooper Talks, 

Ex Mayor Cooper gives some interesting 
facts that have been overlooked heretofore. 
He said: 

“The several plans proposed fora greater 
supply of water are mostly feasible, and the 
agitation of the subjectis a proper one; but 
the necessity for a largersupply is nothing 
new. It wasreferred to in the messagessof 
Mayor Hillyerand Mayor Glenn. and also in 
my valedictory message tothe general council. 
It is entirely proper for the press to call atten- 
tion to these matters, but you gentlemen in 
your zeal may do Atlanta a great harm.” 

‘In what way do you mean ?”’ 

“There 18 no danger, in my opinion, ofa 
water famine in Atlanta, and such publica- 
tions as have been made are likely to create 
the impression abroad that we are on the verge 
of dreadful results therefrom. Now, I submit 
that it is your duty to allay the public excite- 
ment and apprehension in the matter 
rather than to increase it by unwise publica- 
tions of an imaginary condition. In my 
opinion, the proper authorities will in due 
time provide for all the water that shall 
become necessary by reason of increased popu- 
lation and the establishment of manufactories 
from time to time.’’ 

‘Have you any plans to suggest ?’”’ 

‘‘There are other plans for building new 
works which have not been published or con- 
sidered in the discusion of the past few days, 
and which are entitled to careful consideration. 
They are to be found in the acts of 1885 amend- 
ing the charter of Atlanta, and were carefully 
prepared by Judge Hillyer, then the mayor.

* The matter was very exhaustively discussed, 
and the final result was the introduction of a 
resolution instructing the delegates to vote for 
a change of name. But the resolution was 
lost, and consequently the delegation will go 
uninstructed, and free t@ vote as they see fit. 

A changein the name of the Protestant 
Episcopal church has been agitated for some 
time throughout the entire country, and it is 
expected that it will be disposed of by the next 
general convention. 

The proposition is to change the name from 
the Protestant Episcopal church to the church 
of America, so as to make the name conform 
tothat of the mother church, the church of 
England. The church took its present name 
just after the revolutionary war, the circum- 
stances then existing making it impossi- 
ble for the re-organization of the church 
to be effected under aname in any way stinilar 
to that of the English. Hence the name 
Protestant Episcopal. 

A great many of the dioceses maintain that 
the name isin direct opposition to the funda- 
mental principles and doctrines of the church ; 
that the term Protestant implies sect, and that 
as the Protestant Episcopal church acknowl- 
edges no sect, the name is in violation of one of 
the most vital principles of the church. Itis for 
this reason that the change is proposed, and 
though a very large proportion of the Epis- 
copalians of the country are in favor of it, it 
is thought by many that the time has not yet 
arrived for the change. 

The diocese of Virginia has memorialized 
the different diocesses throughout the coun- 
try, asking for their position in reaard to the 
matter, and on yesterday the Georgia diocese 
passed a resolution to the effect that they did 
not think that the proper time had yet come 
for the changing of the name of the church, 
but at the same time authorized its delegates 
to act as in their judgment they thought best, 
after having heard the sentiment of the gen- 
eral convention. —

Atwood was a surprise to 
no one who was acquainted with the facts in 
the case, for ever since Mr. Atwood’s arrival 
in the city, it has been expected that such 
steps would be taken. From the time of his 
arrival in the city a few days ago, Mr. 
Atwood's actious have been rather 
strange, and at times his con- 
duct was of such an unusual nature that his 
miud has been generally considered by his 
friends to be in an unsettied condition. In fact, 
ever since January last, when his financial 
troubles were at such a crisis. Mr. Atwood has 
been looked upon as laboring under mental 
difficulties.

THE TRIAL. 

The trial of Mr. Atwood had been set by 
Judge Calhoun for eleven o’clock yesterday 
morning, and promptly at that time the case 
wasjtaken up. 

Mr. Atwood was not present at the opening 
of the case and Ordinary Calhoun sent a bailiff 
tobing him in. The bailiff found him in 
front ofthe Kimball house talking to some 
ygontiemen and when he was approached by the 
bailiff he at once divined the cause and he 
went with the officer to the courthouse, chat 
tine about the case on the way. He got tothe 
ordinary’s office about balfan hour after the 
trial had commenced. 

The first witness introduced was Mr. Thomas 
L. Bishop, Mrs. Atwood’s attorney. Mr. 
Bishop stated that there was not the least 
doubt in his mind as to the insanity of the de- 
fondant, and cited anumber of instances in 
which Mr. Atwood had exhibited what he con 
sidered at least temporary insanity. He said 
that he had probably been in closer relations 
with Mr. Atwood, being receiver of his print- 
ing establishment, than most men, and that he 
was therefore better able to testify as to his 
mental condition then and now. His opinion 
was that his mind was decidedly unbalanced. 

Other witnesses testified to substantially the 
same thing. They were E. M. Roberts, J. J. 
Woodsides, W. HH. A. N. Cox, A. M 
Gardner and others. 

Mr. Atwood sat through the entire trial 
without showing the slightest emotion, except 
at one time, when he sprang to his feet and 
vigorously denied a witness’ statement that he 
had been drunk while in Cincinnati. 

When Mr. Atwood was put on the stand, his 
answers to the questions put to him were nade 
in asomewhat disconnected and incoherent 
manner, and when he was asked whether he 
had had any trouble with his wife, he pre- 
tended that he loved her dearly. 

“Hut didn’t you threaten to cut her throat in 
cinnati?’’ he was asked. 

“Yes, I did, but she had money, and I 

wanted some, and so I thought I would scare 

her and make her give it to me anud—’ 

Ilere he broke off and said: 

‘But judge you can send me to the asylum 
on want to. It will kill me tough, for 
rt stand it to live among crazy lunatics
